The  Hospital  is  fully  equipped  for  all  ordinary  Medical  and  Surgical  cases, 
which  are  admitted  upon  the  recommendation  of  one  of  the  Hon.  Local  Medical 
Staff  (cases  of  emergency  are  admitted  without  a  recommendation). 

Residents  in  any  of  the  above  named  Parishes  who  are  members  of  a  Contri¬ 
butory  Scheme  associated  with  the  Hospital,  and  are  not  out  of  benefit,  are  (in 
addition  to  their  existing  privileges)  admitted  to  the  Public  Wards  free  of  charge. 
Members  of  other  Contributory  Schemes  are  admitted  by  arrangement.  Non¬ 
members,  or  members  out  of  benefit,  will  be  charged  a  guinea  a  week. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  does  not  cover  Dental  Cases. 

Cases  that  require  special  treatment,  or  that  cannot  for  any  other  reason  be 
adequately  dealt  with,  will  be  transferred  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 

Contagious,  infectious,  or  mental  cases  will  not  be  admitted. 

Normal  Maternity  cases  are  only  admitted  to  the  Private  Wards.

ELEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1934-35. 


The  Committee  are  glad  once  more  to  be  able  to  present  a  Report  on 
successful  work  at  the  Hospital  during  the  year  ending  31st  August  J935. 

Steady  and  sure  progress  can  be  recorded  in  every  part  of  the  Hospital’s 
life  and  ,we  are  particularly  pleased  at  once  to  say  that  at  last  the  Hospital 
buildings  are  connected  with  the  main  sewerage  system  of  the  town,  and  that 
the  whole  of  the  drainage  has  been  re-arranged  accordingly. 

The  number  of  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year  was 
354 — a  record  number — the  next  highest  was  342  in  1931 — and  they  occupied 
beds  for  4,415  days.  The  full  accommodation  was  4,745  bed  days  and  the 
average  stay  of  each  Patient  was  12'83  days  as  against  15'43  days  last  year. 

Finance.  It  is  gratifying  here  to  record  that  the  past  twelve  months  has 
been  satisfactory,  and  that  we  had  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  sum  of 
£261  2s.  11  d.  The  Ordinary  receipts  totalled  £1,783  19s.  6d.  (as  against 
£1,841  18s.  1  Id.  last  year)  and  payments  £1,522  16s.  7d.  (as  against 
£1,725  4s.  Id.  last  year. 

We  refer  all  those  interested  in  the  statistical  figures  of  the  Hospital’s 
work  to  the  printed  report. 

X-Rays.  Again  this  year  the  number  of  examinations  made  has  increased, 
from  1 1 1  to  124,  and  in  this  connection  we  would  report  that  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  a  quarterly  overhaul  of  the  apparatus  which  should  result 
in  increased  efficiency. 

Norwich  Hospitals  Contributors’  Association  (Sunday  and  Saturday 
Fund).  During  the  year  we  have  received  from  the  Norwich  Committee 
£193  7s.  1( )d.  towards  the  maintenance  cost  of  members  treated  in  the  Hospital, 
and  also  the  sum  of  £250  9s.  0 d. — being  25%  of  all  contributions  sent  to 
Norwich  from  those  Parishes  on  our  list  (excluding  North  Walsham,  Gimingham 
and  Mundesley)  after  a  deduction  is  made  for  certain  Parishes  which  are  also 
served  by  Cromer  Hospital.  The  North  Walsham  and  Gimingham  Fund  has 
helped  us  most  generously  with  donations  of  £150  and  £111  9s.  0 d.  for  the 
Premises  Improvement  Fund,  £75  for  the  Staff  Fund  and  £ll  3s.  0 d.  for  the 
cost  of  repair  of  the  X-Ray  apparatus.  All  these  items  total  £791  8s.  \0d.,  or 
approximately  68%  of  the  cost  to  this  Hospital  of  Contributory  Fund  patients 
treated  here  during  the  past  year. 

Management  Fund.  As  outlined  above  we  ended  the  year  with  a  balance 
in  hand  of  £261  2s.  11  d.  We  would  mention  that  a  considerable  portion  of 
this  sum  will  be  required  for  fixtures  and  fittings  to  the  new  buildings  next 
mentioned. 

Premises  Improvement.  The  alterations  and  additions  at  the  Hospital 
—the  plans  of  which  have  been  passed  and  work  on  which  has  been  commenced 
-include  the  lengthening  of  the  the  two  main  wards  ;  a  reception  room  ; 
a  small  ward  for  children;  a  larger  emergency  ward;  the  conversion  of  the 
present  emergency  ward  into  a  ward  kitchen  ;  a  sluice  room  and  linen  compart¬ 
ment ;  and  on  the  first  floor  two  additional  bedrooms  and  Doctors’  room. 
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It  is  estimated  that  the  total  cost  of  these  additions  and  alterations  (exclusive 
of  furniture  and  fittings)  will  be  £1,100  to  £1,150.  Towards  this  sum  we  have 
now  in  hand  £660  and  we  can  report  that  the  Committee  think  that  they  can 
see  their  way  clear  to  set  aside  further  sums  to  make  up  the  required  total 
amount  during  the  next  few  months. 

A.  J.  K.  Finch,  deceased.  Mr.  Finch,  a  most  active  member  of  the 
Management  Committee,  promised  in  his  lifetime  to  provide  £500  for  the 
Hospital.  Up  to  the  date  of  his  death  he  had  already  handed  over  £300, 
and  Mrs.  Finch  has  recently  informed  us  that  it  is  her  wish  soon  to  hand  over 
£200  to  complete  the  sum  promised  by  her  husband.  It  is  her  wish  too  that 
such  balance  shall  be  placed  in  the  Premises  Improvement  Fund.  We  are 
grateful  indeed  to  Mrs.  Finch  for  this  great  help  to  our  finances. 


Endowment  Fund.  This  fund  has  been  increased  directly  this  year  only 
by  the  sum  of  £29  10s.  8 d.,  but  we  take  pleasure  in  reminding  all  helpers  of 
the  Hospital  at  the  same  time  that  the  value  of  the  Hospital  buildings  has  been 
very  much  increased  by  the  modern  drainage  system  installation,  and  by  the 
new  additions  and  alterations. 

Card  Tables.  We  report  the  acquisition  of  50  Card  Tables  by  the 
Hospital  at  a  cost  of  £5.  They  were  specially  made  by  our  Almoner,  Mr.  W. 
Griston,  and  a  band  of  volunteer  workers,  who  themselves  made  the  tables 
from  materials  costing  that  sum,  and  are  primarily  to  be  used  at  whist  drives 
connected  with  the  Hospital  as  well  as  to  be  let  out  on  hire  for  revenue 
producing  purposes. 

Pound  Day.  This  day  was  not  so  successful  this  year  the  value  of  gifts 
received  being  only  £20  1  Is.  8 d.  as  against  the  record  sum  of  £30  18s.  9 d.  last 
year.  It  is  apprehended  that  the  advertising  arrangements  were  not  so 
satisfactory  as  in  that  record  year  and  further  efforts  are  to  be  made  to  remedy 
them. 

* 

A  Ladies’  Linen  Guild  has  been  organised  and  is  being  carried  on  with 
success  and  with  advantage  to  the  Hospital. 

Hospital  Dance.  Two  dances  have  been  held  during  the  year.  They 
jointly  produced  £25  13s.  8 d.,  and  in  connection  with  the  second  dance  we 
would  specially  mention  our  gratititude  to  Mr.  V.  Harrison  for  so  kindly 
supplying  us  with  his  Norwich  dance  baud  for  the  occasion.  Our  thanks  are 
also  due  to  him  for  giving  a  special  performance  at  his  Picture  Theatre  in 
North  Walsham  on  Good  Friday  which  gained  £26  11s.  3d.  for  our  Funds. 

“  Help  Yourself”  Annual.  We  received  this  year  from  the  sale  of  this 
magazine  the  sum  of  £57,  and  we  are  very  grateful  to  Mrs.  Philip  Griston 
whose  first  year  it  was  to  organise  this  effort  and  to  her  helpers  for  the  work 
they  did  in  obtaining  this  money  for  us. 

County  Library.  Arrangements  were  made  by  the  late  Mr.  A.  W. 
Colthorpe,  of  North  Walsham,  for  the  supply  of  books  for  use  at  the  Hospital 
from  out  of  the  local  branch  of  the  County  Library.  This  scheme  has  been, 
and  is,  very  much  appreciated  by  all  Patients  in  the  Hospital. 


Annual  Whist  Drive.  This  event  was  again  this  year — -as  indeed  it  is 
always — a  very  great  success.  968  players  took  part  and  as  a  result  of  it  our 
Premises  Improvement  Fund  received  £122. 
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Witton  Rock  Garden.  A  new  source  of  pleasure  and  revenue  was 
opened  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year.  By  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Highton, 
of  Witton  Hall,  who  admitted  the  public  to  view  her  Rock  Garden  there,  a  sum 
of  £8  3s.  2d.  was  received  by  the  Treasurer  for  our  Funds. 

Egg  Week.  A  total  of  3,300  eggs  was  received  by  the  Hospital  this  year. 

Alexandra  Rose  Day  produced  the  net  sum  of  £49  10s.  5 d. 

Gifts  in  Kind.  We  are  very  grateful  for  the  many  and  varied  gifts  made 
to  the  Hospital  during  the  year  and  thank  all  donors  for  this  important  help 
to  Hospital  management. 

We  would  specially  report  the  gifts  by  our  Chairman,  Mr.  Dixon,  of 
a  revolving  summer  house  which  has  been  placed  in  front  of  the  Hospital  and 
which  is  much  appreciated  by  Patients,  and  of  many  surgical  and  medical 
appliances  and  requisites.  Our  Treasurer,  Mr.  Booty,  too,  has  added  to  his 
many  kindnesses  to  the  Hospital  by  providing  us  with  a  flag  pole  and 
Hospital  Flag. 

Donations.  Amongst  the  many  donations  of  money  to  the  Hospital  we 
would  like  to  report  to  you  the  receipt  of  41  sums  of  money  from  grateful 
patients. 

Medical  And  Nursing  Staff.  We  have  pleasure  again  in  recording  our 
sincere  gratitude  to  a  devoted  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff.  On  tneir  services 
the  work  of  the  Hospital  depends  to  a  very  great  extent,  and  it  is  because  of 
their  successful  efforts  that  the  Committee  are  able  now  to  report  a  strong  and 
sound  financial  position  and  an  efficiency  of  fabric  fittings  and  routine  of  which 
you  can  be  justly  proud. 

We  welcome  to  our  Hon.  Dental  Staff  Mr.  C.  R.  K.  Smith,  of  Cromer, 
who  takes  the  place  of  Mr.  H.  Ridgway  on  the  latter’s  departure  from  our 
district. 

In  conclusion  we  thank  all  helpers  of  the  Hospital  for  their  support  during 
the  year.  The  Committee  has  undertaken  new  responsibilities  and  liabilities 
by  endeavouring  still  to  increase  the  efficient  working  of  the  Hospital  through 
altering  and  adding  to  the  existing  buildings.  We  confidently  ask  you  to 
continue,  even  to  enlarge,  your  support  and  so  to  enable  us  to  say  to  you  at 
the  end  of  yet  another  year  ‘  the  work  has  been  fully  justified.’

ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  Friends  of  the  Hospital  was  held  in  the 
Corn  Hall,  North  Walsham,  on  Thursday,  the  19th  September  1935. 
Mr.  Dixon  presided  at  the  meeting  over  an  attendance  of  some  40 
supporters,  and  he  was  accompanied  on  the  platform  by  Dr.  J. 
Shepheard,  Dr.  J.  D.  Hart,  Dr.  C.  H.  W.  Page,  Sister  Smith, 
Miss  Gertrude  Wilkinson,  Mr.  R.  T.  Booty,  Mr.  W.  T.  Lindsey, 
Mr.  F.  R.  Bell  and  other  officers  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Chairman  mentioned  the  buildings  and  sewerage  work  done 
at  the  Hospital  and  to  the  Hospital  buildings  during  the  year  and 
expressed  the  anticipation  of  the  Committee  that  payment  therefor 
would  be  forthcoming  and  that  the  Hospital  would  be  able  to 
continue  its  useful  work  free  from  debt  without  an  appeal  being 
made  to  the  public. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  F.  R.  Bell)  then  presented  the  11th 
Annual  Report  (which  appears  in  full  in  the  preceding  pages)  and 
such  report  was  duly  adopted  on  the  proposition  of  Mr.  W.  J.  A. 
Griston,  seconded  by  Mr.  T.  H.  Ford. 

The  Hon.  Treasurer  (Mr.  R.  T.  Booty)  presented  the  Accounts 
and  financial  report  for  the  year  and  this  report  was  duly  adopted 
on  the  proposition  of  the  Rev.  R.  Jenkyn-Owen,  seconded  by 
Mr.  W.  Dack. 

Dr.  C.  H.  W.  Page  next  dealt  with  the  statistics  of  the  Hospital’s 
work  and  explained  in  detail  the  costs  incurred  during  the  year. 

Election  of  Officers.  Dr.  Page  moved  the  re-election  of 
Mr.  Dixon  as  Chairman  mentioning  that  Mr.  Dixon  was  chairman 
of  the  meeting  at  which  the  idea  of  a  hospital  was  suggested  and 
also  when  the  scheme  was  brought  into  being  and  ever  since  he  had 
thrown  himself  wholeheartedly  into  the  work  and  had  carried  out 
the  duties  of  chairman  with  great  efficiency.  Mr.  W.  J.  A.  Griston 
seconded  and  the  election  was  carried  unanimously. 

Other  Officers  elected  were  :  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  R.  T.  Booty  ; 
Hon.  Assistant  Treasurer,  Mr.  W.  T.  Lindsey;  Hon.  Secretary, 
Mr.  F.  R.  Bell;  Hon.  Almoner,  Mr.  W.  J.  A.  Griston;  Hon.  Auditors, 
Mr.  F.  Marjoram  and  Mr.  W.  G.  Pallett;  General  Committee  (retiring 
members  re-elected),  Mr.  G.  Appleton,  Mr.  T.  H.  Ford,  Mr.  W.  J.  A. 
Griston,  Mrs.  P.  A.  Griston,  Mr.  A.  Hewitt,  the  Rev.  R.  Jenkyn-Owen, 
Mr.  W.  A.  LeGrice,  Mrs.  P.  Pickford,  Mr.  F.  V.  Randell,  Mrs.  Rust. 
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Doctor’s  Tribute.  Dr.  J.  Duncan  Hart  said  that  he  wished 
to  express  his  extreme  pleasure  in  being  associated  in  the  work  of 
the  Hospital,  of  which  the  town  had  every  reason  to  be  proud.  The 
promised  extension  of  the  building  was  a  testimony  to  the  progressive 
outlook  of  the  Committee.  He  did  not  think  that  the  population  of 
the  town  and  district  had  increased  very  much  in  the  past  two  or 
three  years,  but  in  the  past  year  there  had  been  a  gradually  increasing 
pressure  upon  the  accommodation  available  in  the  Hospital.  ‘  When 
I  first  started  in  practice,  many  years  ago’  remarked  Dr.  Hart,  ‘we 
could  only  get  people  into  hospital  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  but 
now  we  have  to  keep  them  out  with  a  stick,  so  to  speak  ’  (laughter). 
He  stated  that  there  was  a  tendency  at  the  present  day  for  people 
to  cast  their  civil  burdens  upon  the  public  authorities,  ar.d  to  do  as 
little  as  they  could  at  home,  and  it  was  very  difficult  for  even  cases 
of  moderate  sickness  to  be  attended  in  their  own  homes  owing  to  the 
greatly  increased  amount  of  ignorance  of  the  treatment  of  illness  at 
home,  about  which  people  knew  nothing  and  did  not  seem  prepared 
to  learn,  and  the  attitude  was  ‘  We  pay  rates  or  subscribe  to 
a  hospital,  push  the  patients  into  hospital  ’,  and  that  was  done. 
Continuing  Dr.  Hart  said  ‘  I  wish  the  members  of  the  general  public 
to  realise  that  they  cannot  push  all  the  patients  into  hospital,  unless 
the  public  are  prepared  to  find  the  money  for  the  accommodation 
and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  patients  there.  I  say  this,  if  you  do, 
we  are  prepared  to  look  after  them,’ 

Sister  Smith  expressed,  on  behalf  of  the  Nursing  Staff,  thanks 
to  the  public  and  the  Committee  for  their  help.

In  the  statistical  figures  the  child’s  cot  has  never  been 
taken  into  consideration  and  is  not  so  taken  this  year. 
Roughly  it  has  been  occupied  90  days  out  of  a  possible 
365  during  this  year.  No  less  than  72  more  patients 
were  admitted  during  the  year,  the  number  being  the 
highest  so  far  admitted  in  one  year.  The  wastage  of 
beds  though  higher  than  last  year  is  far  below  the 
average.  As  might  be  expected  with  the  larger  number 
of  patients  the  average  stay  of  each  patient  in  Hospital 
was  less  than  last  year  and  below  the  average.  There 
were,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  56  more  Dental  and  Tonsils 
Cases  admitted  this  year  than  last.  Depite  the  large 
number  of  patients  the  maintenance  charge  is  the 
lowest  since  1928-29.  The  weekly  cost  of  provisions  is 
the  lowest  on  record.
